Upland Over 
Top in Victory 
Loan Campaign 


Upland has gone over the 
top in the Victory Loan drive. 
This welcome news was re- 
ceived from Don Palmer, sales 


manager, as he reported that 
total sales for Uplend now stood 
at $241,673,75, which is $6673.75 
more than the quota of $235,000. 

Although this news was grati- 
fying to the committee which is 
headed by John W. Shepperson, 
they hoped that they can maintain 
their outstanding record of always 
fying way over their quota. 

A breakdown of the figures in- 
dicates, however, that the corpora- 
tion quota of $50,000 has not been 
met, although the total is now 
definitely over the top. Only 
$50,000 worth of Bond purchases 
have been made by corporations 
while individual sales total 
$211,543. 

In spite of the fact that Upland, 
like most cities in the nation, 
seemed to be slow in the eariler 
phases of the campaign, the com- 
mittee has felt all along that the 
quota would easily be met. They 
were more particularly concerned
